And who, you may ask, was Badger? 
know, since our city might have borne his name. Of course, 
he was one of our first settlers and financier of the first ice 
plant, but he is chiefly to be.remembered for his connection 
with our often moved, and nearly lost, postoffice. 


William H. Badger, tall, lank and moustached, and his 
across-the-canal neighbor, Bill ‘Clark, were the first who might 
properly be called permanent settlers on the site of Belle Glade. 
They arrived in 1916. Badger built a small frame house on the 
north side of the canal. It still stands, considerably enlarged and 
crowned by a rusty tin roof, between N, E. Ist and 2nd Streets. 


He was a famous rifle shot, and woe to the chicken hawk or 
cottonmouth which ventured within his range. And there was 
no lack of varmints for target practice. Wildcats were par- 
ticularly plentiful, attracted, no doubt, by his small pet dog. 
One evening, among the piles of elder bushes in his clearing, he 
discovered no less than five bobcats peering at him from as 
many heaps of brush. One of the hazards of farming was the 
droves of wild hogs which rooted up such of the crops as escaped 
the rabbits and frost. He did not lack for pork. Of alligators, 
too, there were ample. He once shot a twelve footer in front of 
his cabin, skinned it, cut out the tenderloin, hopped a night 
freight boat to Miami, and had his wife cook it.
